DEATH SENTENCE 


FOR FLOYD SILEN 


LARGEST HRH LA HON 


Wytheville, Va., May 17.—Floyd Al­ 
len, first of the Hillsville m ountain­ 
eers tried for 
the 
Carroll 
County 
court house m urders, was adjudged 
guilty here today and will pay the pen 
alty of his crime in the electric chair 
at Richmond. The jury was out all 
night and it was not until after IO 
o’clock this morning that the twelve 
men had been brought 
into 
agree­ 
ment. 
When court opened today the jury 
was called in and the foreman ques­ 
tioned by .fudge Staples. The jurors 
declared there were 
a 
number 
of 
points of difference established and 
ii was doubtful 
whether 
a 
verdict 
could be reached. Judge Staples de 
d a re d the case was of such magni 
tude he felt he must send the jury 
back with caution and advice. 
Tile jurors again retired and it was 
only a short time before they announe 
ed they had agreed. Court reassembl­ 
ed and the foreman read the verdict 
of "guilty as charged iu the indict­ 
m ent.'’ Judge, Staples held that was 
not the proper form. The foreman 
then explained that the verdict was 
one of guilty of m urder In the. first 
degree, the penalty being electrocu­ 
tion. 
Floyd was charged specifically ai

when the trial of Allen culminated in 
the killing of five persons Presiding 
fudge Thornton L. Massie, Prosecu­ 
tor Foster.

"a s of an unusual type. The relation 
of the earth, moon and sun was such 
that there was not only no agree­ 
ment as to th** time 
totality 
would 
last, but even doubt as to whether 
(here would be any period of totality 
at all. The event 
proved 
that 
this 
doubt ftss justified. At St. German-en- 
Laye, near Paris, one of 
the 
spots 
where totality was ex peered, the ec­ 
lipse was annular, not total. That is * 
the moon was not large **nough to en- j 
tirelv hide the sun. and at the* tim* I 
"hen totality otherwise would haw i 
occurred, a rim of light regained ex­ 
posed surrounding the moon. 
This result was predicted by M 
Hayer in the Revue Seientiflque foi 
March SO. The Abbe Moreeaux, in the 
Revue Generale des Science, refused 
to commit himself as to the character 
of the forthcoming eclipse. H** sug 
gested the possibility that it would bt 
neither regularly annular nor total 
Mich a result being possible if “rh* 
mean apparent diameter of the moot* j 
was just insuffic ient to produce total-J 
tty.’ In this event, the mountains 
the moons limb might project 
enough to break up the surrounding 
ring of the sun. Somethring of (hi* 
sort apparently did happen. The pre­ 
diction in the Connaissance de Temps 
"a s a totality of two seconds in the 
neighborhood of Paris. The Nautical 
Almanac predicted that totality would 
be seen only in Spain and Portugal. 
K is not ofen that an eclipse occurs 
so close to the border line between 
j two types, that the general charactei 
j can not be predicted with reasonable 
certainty.—New York Evening Post.
